Looking at the picture of St. Julie, I 
imagined she was a lot of fun to be around, 
and that many had learned of Christ through 
her teaching.

Julie’s story and shared the picture of the 
smiling saint.

Few of us will ever become canonized saints, 
but, nevertheless, we can live now 
manifesting that blessedness already bestowed 
on us. May we always be bound to the saints, 
giving God glory and praise!
